5, To demonstrate that the polyester resin 
compositions of Aoyama contain more than 100 particles per 0»02 
mg of the compositions of titanium-containing particles having an 
equivalent circular diameter of 1 Atm or more, the following 
tests were carried out under my direction and supervision, 
EXAMPLES 1, 4-11,. 13 AND 14 OF AOYAMA 

Each of the polyester resin compositions of Examples 1, 4-11, 
13 and 14 of Aoyama was prepared following the procedures 
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described in these examples in Aoyama. 

The number density of titanium-containing particles, i,e», 
the number of titanium-containing particles per 0-02 mg of each 
composition, having an equivalent circular diameter of 1 ^nt or 
more was measured according to the measuring method used in the 
examples of U.S. Patent Application Serial No, 10/529/847 as 
described on page 62, line 11 r to page 64, line 16, of the 
application. 

The results of the measurements are described in Table 1/
